General Appropriation Bill Introduced 
With the Oil Inspector 
Eliminated. 


G uthrie, Okla., April l l . — It will not 
be a felony for lobbyists to entertain 
m em bers of the legislature or engage 
with them in gam es of chance during 
sessions of the legislature, ow ing to 
the senate having reconsidered the 
am endm ent adopted to the house a n ti­ 
lobbying bill of yesterday. 
As placed in the bill, the provision 
was thought to be unconstitutional. 
A fter the senate refused to retain the 
am endm ent the bill was passed finally. 
O ther m easures passed were Sen­ 
a to r T ay lo r’s 
anti-blacklisting 
bill, 
which had been recalled from the exec­ 
utive office for am endm ent; Senator 
M em m inger’s bill prohibiting pooling 
of bridge contractors, and to compel 
the production of books and paper*. of 
bridge contractors having public w ork; 
R epresentative V andeventer’s bill p er­ 
m itting boards of education in cities of 
the first class holding office until the 
next re g u la r election; R epresentative 
M urley’s bill extending the time for 
paying tax s in the new counties until 
the first Monday in Ju n e ; Mr. W hite- 
| h u rs t’s bill appropriating $12,440 to 
j pay tor the ballots and supplies used 
j in the first state election; and the 
: senate co n cu rren t resolution by Sen- 
! ato r L an d ru m p re p arin g for placing 
the bust of Sequoyah in S ta tu ary Hall 
in W ashington. 
The house was not in session.

General Appropriation Bill. 
A new general appropriation bill w as 
introduced in the senate by S enator 
E ggerm an, being the bill as agreed up­ 
on by both houses with th 
office of 
oil inspector eliminated. 
The new bill 
appropriates in the aggregate $464,- 
246.70 and covers nineteen and a half 
m onths. The governor’s first veto m es­ 
sage to the legislator 
was received in 
the senate today, when he retu rn ed 
w ithout his approval the bill by Sen­ 
ator G aulding providing for the col­ 
lection of delinquent taxes. 
One of 
th 
reasons assigned was that m eas­ 
ures 
proposing 
to 
create 
revenue 
should originate in the house. 
The 
bill also proposed an expensive sys­ 
tem cf collection. 
By special 
m essage the governor 
ask d an appropriation of $13,000 to 
cover the cost cf procuring a list of 
the taxable lands. 
It is the duty of 
the state auditor to furnish the coun­ 
ties a list of the lands in such coun­ 
ties by May I of each year. 
To pre­ 
pare the list for^O klahom a will cost 
$,1000, and it will cost $12,000 to copy 
the records of the Dawes com m ission 
for the Indian T erritory property lists.

Johnson, Daughter of Governor 
of Chickasaws, Goes to 
Birmingham. 


KICK A POOS MUST BUY OR RETURN 


Tishomingo, Ok., April ll.—Oklaho­ 
ma will have as one of her maids of 
honor at the United Confederate Vet­ 
erans’ reunion, at Birmingham, next 
sronth, a representative of that band 
af Chickasaw Indians who took the 
vide cf the confederacy and wrecked 
havoc to Yankees when they touched 
Ole border of the fronties any time 
from '61 to ’65. She is Miss Jaunita 
Johnston, daughter of Hon. Douglas 
Johnston, last and present governor 
of the Chickasaw people in what was 
until a few months ago the beautiful 
Indian Territory. 
Miss Johnston was selected as maid 
af honor by Dr. J. T. Wiggins, who is 
In command of the western department 
comprising Oklahoma and Texas. The 
selection was made at the suggestion 
cf Col. Mm. M. Cross, secretary of 
state. 
She will accompany Miss Bess 
Brewer of Guthrie, sponsor for the 
Oklahoma division. 
\Kss Johnston was born near Bloom­ 
field academy, Chickasaw nation, May 
261 1890. Her father was at that time 
superintendent of the academy and un­ 
iter his tutorship she received her com­ 
mon school education. Later she spent

Serves

Shawnee, Ok., April ll.—Unless the 
kicking Kickapoos who moved from 
Oklahoma to Mexico some years ago 
buy land in Mexico by November I 
they will be deported from that coun­ 
try. Notice has been served on them 
to that effect by the Mexician govern­ 
ment. Congress has just appropriated 
$215,000 as settlement in full with the 
Kicking Kickapoos. 
The Indians will not take a vote on 
what to do with the monney. The indi­ 
cations are that they will spend about 
$100,000 of it for a big ranch in Mex­ 
ico anc}, use the rest to improve and 
stock the ranch. 
The entire tribe 
will share in the fund. 


Representative LHley Makes Serious 
Representation to House of 
Congress. 
Washington, April ll.—Charges of 
“gross extravagance and lamentable 
misappropriation of public funds to 
the extent of more than $100,000,000,” 
on or in navy yards of naval stations 
were made this afternoon by Repre­ 
sentative Lillev when he offered a res­ 
olution before the house calling for 
the investigation of the navy yards at 
Charleston, Port Royal, Mare Island, 
Portsmouth, N. H.; New Orleans and 
Key West. 
Mr. Lilley quoted from reports as 
far back as 1885 to show that the 
condition of the navy then was open 
to severe criticism and, in fact, that 
the reorganization of the nevy depart­ 
ment itself was desirable. 
The Mare Island yard, he said, has 
cost $17,000,000. 
It has a stone dry 
dock which cost $1,175,000, “but the 
secretary of the navy states that this 
dry dock will not permit th e .docking 
of a battleship. 
And not only is this 
true, but a battleship cannot get into 
the yard.” 
“Key West is a place,” said Mr. Lil­ 
ley, ‘‘that has cost us $1,328,02S. 
It 
is six miles from the straits and the 
low water depth in its channel is 
twenty-six feet, and $101,000 has been 
spent there for dredging. At this yard 
in the fiscal year ending in 1907, $94,- 
318 was expended for labor, and the J 
value of their total product was but 
$7,124.” 
Concerning the navy yard at New Or­ 
leans Mr. Lilley said that in 1907, $78,- 
274 was spent by the government for I 
labor and the total product was $1,046.> 
But the point that a business man I 
wQuid fail to comprehend.” he contin­ 
ued, “is that $10,000 was appropriated 
in both sessions of the last congress 
for new construction at New Orleans, I 
for what advantage to the United' 
States navy, God only knows.”

Washington, April ll. — Declaring 
that many members had gone “navy 
mad 
when consideration of the naval I 
appropriation bill was resumed in the 
house today, A. W. Gregg of Texas 
opposed a great naval program. 
He 
charged that President Roosevelt had 
an unsettled naval policy, and that he 
was trying to force it upon congress. 
If, Mr. Gregg said, the plea for four 
battleships was based en fear of a 
v.onflict with Japan, the president’s 
course had been peculiar, because, he 
said, the relations with Japan on Dec.

So we m ight 
say that one-half of all the money 
paid by taxpayers goes to pay for the 
prosecution of crim e and the support 
of the victim s of liquor. A num ber of 
our old states are organized suffic­ 
iently strong and are driving out the 
liquor traffic. 
They fully realize 
the burden of taxation is upon them 
and what the direct cause is— that of 
liquor. 
High license will not drive a 
saloon man out of business, who has 
brains enough to run a saloon. All he 
has to do is to put a little moro 
water and drugs in his whiskey to 
get even; 
the man who consumes 
the poison stuff pays the bill, 
as one 
of our violators of the law' recently 
said, “Well, I have been fined a num ­ 
ber of times, but I have made money, 
anyway. 
If they will let me aion 
a 
little wrhile longer I will have every­ 
body drinking half water.” 
So there is but one way to handle 
the liquor business, and that is to 
screw dow'n the lid so tight that it 
will all ooze out at the top and bot­ 
tom and sid-s of these blind tiger 
joints, such as Ada has been burdened 
with. Liquor saloons and joints are 
a detriment to real estate, as they run 
dow'n the value of it for any creditable 
business. 
The liquor saloon is a bur­ 
den on labor, a burden on taxpayers.

Washington^. April 11.—Charges of 
ross extravagance and lamentable 


misappropriation of. public funds to 
the extent of more than $100,000,000,': 


on or in navy yards of naval stations 
were made this afternoon by Repre- 
sentative Lilley when:he offered a res- 
olution before the house calling for 
the investigation of the navy yards at 
Charleston, Port Royal, Mare Island, 
Portsmouth, N. H.; New Orleans and 
Key West. 


Mr. Lilley quoted from reports as 


far back as 1885 to show that the 
condition of the navy then was open 
to severe criticism and, in fact, that 
the reorganization of the nevy depart- 
ment itself was desirable. 


The Mare Island yard, he said, has 


cost $17,000,000. It has a stone dry 
dock which cost $1,175,000, "but the 
secretary of the navy states that this 
dry dock will not permit the.docking 
of a battleship. And not only is this^ 
true, but a battleship cannot get into 
the yard." 


"Key West is a place," said Mr. Lil- 


ley, "that has cost us $1,328,023. 
It 


is six miles from the straits and the 
low water depth In its channel is 
twenty-six feet, and $101,000 has been 
spent there for dredging. At this yard 
in the fiscal year ending in 1S07, $94,- 
318 was expended for labor, and the. 
value of their total product was but 
$7,124." 
Concerning the navy yard at New Or- 
leans Mr. Lilley said that in 1907, $7S,- 
27-1 was spent by the government for 
labor and the total product was $1,046. 


"But the point that a business man 


would fail to comprehend," he contin- 
ued, "is that $10,000 was appropriated 
in both sessions of the last congress- 
for new construction at New Orleans, 
for what advantages to the United 
States navy, God only knows."

As the trap 


came closer to the kangaroo the dog 
was allowed to jump out, when it 
Immediately made for its quarry. Tbls 
action took the kangaroo completely 
by surprise so that the dog was upon 
her before she had time to jump away.

under the. eyes of the photographer, 
and he was able to take (he interest- 


ing pliotographs, from which outline 
reproductions were made. 


To tackle a kangaroo at bay is no 


easy task even for a kangaroo-dog, 
and the fight was a fierce and savage 
one.

such combats as the one illustrated la 
to annihilate Its enemy with one ter- 
rible downward rip of Its hind foot. 


In this case, however, the dog suc-

of the steep-cliffs of England's ragged 
shore line is an occupation which "is 
unknown In this country. It is a busi- 
ness in which the perils are great, 
even If the rewards are not. 


One of the most daring of all the 


cliff-climbers of England who earn, a 
livelihood by this means, and who are 
just now in the very rush of their 
busy season, is William Wilkinson. 
From Filey, In Yorkshire, with its 
glorious stretch of sands, the coast 
line quickly rises until for a stretch 
of nine miles right up to and around 
Flamborough Head there is neither 
beach nor sands; 
nothing but the 


sheer white-faced cliffs rising abruptly 
from a few small rocks which the sea 
never ceases to wash and which break 
op the restless waves until they skirt 
the frowning cliffs like a trill of fine 
white lace. 


Tbe whole face of the chalky walls 


where with sea birds, chiefly Guille- 
mot and Kittiwake, but with a mix- 
ture of Puffin and Razorbill, and prom- 
inent and mischievous jackdaws and 
carrion crow, while along the sandy 
slopes, which in places run down from 
the land above, scores of scampering 
rabbits can be met with. 


The cliff-climbers are let down the 


face of these cliffs to gather the eggs 
of the sea fowl, which they Bring to 
the surface In great quantities, find- 
ing a ready market for them at two- 
pence a time amongst the visitors, or 
selling them for eating purposes in 
places around. Occasionally they make 
a haul of extraordinary eggs marked 
In queer forms, and with unusual col- 
ors, and these fetch quite a little pile 
of shillings each from egg collectors. 


Wilkinson is the king of climbers, 


for although there are other gangs en- 
gaged in egg gathering, they reap only 
a modicum of the harvest that falls to 
him and his helpmates. 


The whole equipment consists of a 


stout web harness, which is tightly 
strapped 
round the 
body of 
the 


climber and passes around each thigh. 
To this a rope 400 feet in length is 
attached; there is also another rope 
used -which they call a guide. 


When the climber is duly harnessed, 


one of his mates seats himself on the 
ground, placing his feet in deep holes 
cut In the earth on the top of the 
eliff; this man is also harnessed with 
a leather belt seme three Inches in 
thickness, tn which a groove is cut, 
and when all is ready he takes the 
main rope in one hand, passes It In 
the groove in the leather belt around 
his body, holding it again with the 
other hand. 
Another of the gang 


proceeds to drive a long Iron stake 
into the ground and attach the hand- 
rope to it. 


The descent 
Is begun, 
and 
the 


climber takes a stake, on the head oi 
which runs a pulley wheel, and drives 
It Into the cliff at a convenient spot, 
and over this wheel the main rope Is 
paid out as the climber goes further 
and further down, steadying himself 
and 
assisting bis mates with 
hia 


sturdy arms on the handrope. 


There is a system understood by the 


gang by which Wilkinson can signal 
his desires to those above, directing 
them to .lower or p.ull him up, or to 
give him a greater length of. hand' 
rope as required.

Mammoth Transformer Installed. 


An 80,000 volt electrical transform 


or was recently Installed at Butte 
Mont., for the local lighting and pow- 
er company, the distance over which 
the current Is transmitted being 60 
miles. During the Insulation tests of 
the transformer the voltage was run 
up to 160,000, and at this pressure an 
arc was formed between the ends of 
the cables and the transformer tank, 
over a distance of Sve or six feet. But 
India rubber disks fixed on the cable 
terminals prevented the'formation of 
the arc. When 80,000 volts are used 
there is no brush discharge, and the 
disks are not needed.

It is a terrible thing to be a poor 


dii.'iomav. Lavish use o£ American dol- 
lars must be made in order to pave 
a smooth and easy 
highway over 


which a representative of the United 
States in a European capital may com- 
fortably and gracefully travel. 


The question has often been asked 


as to whether a poor man can repre- 
sent the United States in a diplomatic 
capacity in Europe, and as often it 
has been answered positively in the 
negative. 
The uninformed American 


may ask In wonder why this is so. 
The salary of an American ambassa- 
dor, whether stationed in London or 
Tokyo, St. Petersburg or Rio de Ja- 
neiro, Is 117,500 per annum. In addi- 
tion he is allowed something for rent 
of an office, for fuel and light, for fur- 
niture, for postage, stationery, tele- 
graph service, and for the great vari- 
ety of small expenses which a large 
business creates. His total income 
'rom the government is not more than 
(20,000 even In the most favored capl- 


This is a large sum. It represents 


an Income that any American except 
he very rich would be glad to enjoy. 
With $20,000 a man could have his 
louse, 
his 
automobile, his 
amuse- 


ments, indeed gratify almost 
every 


wish. 


But this Is true of an individual. An 


ambassador of the United States, in 
order to maintain the dignity of the 


•eat republic he 
represents, is in 


quite a different situation. He must 
have not merely a house for his fum- 
ly, but an establishment for the re- 
ception and entertainment of the offi- 
cials and statesmen of the country to 
which he is accredited and of his am- 
mssadorial colleagues. He must give 
entertainments and dinners comparing 
favorably with those offered 
by the 


representatives of other governments. 
He cannot withhold these courtesies. 
They constitute his duty to the same, 
if not greater, extent than his trans- 
action of the official business connect- 
ed with his embassy. The former fa- 
cilitates the latter, frequently makes 
It possible. 


Now consider the expense which 


this policy entails. In the first place, 
every ambassador must provide and 
furnish 
his own embassy. 
Unlike 


other great nations, the United States, 
save in Tokyo, Peking, Bangkok, Con- 
stantinople and Morocco, makes no ar- 
rangements for the housing of its rep- 
resentatives. Every agent, before or 
after his appointment, is compelled to 
proceed to his post, hunt .up real es- 
tate agents, examine houses which are 
available, and finally select the most 
imposing within his 
means. 
If he 


have millions at his disposal he may, 
as Ambassador Whitelaw Reid bj° 
done, take a palace like Dorchester" 
House, in London, paying therefor 
$40,000 annually, and.a country place 
costing $20,000 annually. In Paris his 
embassy will cost anywhere 
from 


$8,000 to $15,000. In Berlin Ambassa- 
dor Charlemagne Tower gives $20,000 
annually for the beautiful building he 
occupies. In St. Petersburg he may 
have to pay $12,000. In Rome his rent 
bill may mount as high as he pleases, 
but It cannnot fall much below $8,000. 
The conditions in Vienna are similar 
to those In Rome. 


So before an ambassador can as- 


sume his office he must obligate him- 
self to pay a foreigner not less than 
half of and frequently more than' his 
salary In order to.be allowed to occu- 
py a building for the use of the Ameri- 
can people. Upon arrival officially at 
his post and after he has presented 
his credentials to the head of the gov- 
ernment he must give a reception to 
the diplomatic corps. This is to ena- 
ble him officially to meet his col- 
leagues, a very important 
ceremony, 


for frequently he is compelled to con- 
duct negotiations with them, and they 
are always useful in supplying him 
with needed Information. A conserva- 
tive estimate of the cost of such a. re- 
ception In a place like London or Paris 
or Berlin is $2,500. Then it is his duty 
to give a dinner to each of hia ambas- 
sadorial colleagues. In some places he 
must so honor the ministers plenipo- 
tentiary, who are one ranK lo^er than 
the ambassadors, aft who represent 
second-class powers. 'The guests t 
these occasions must be men and 
women of high social and official posi- 
tion, who are accustomed to the choic- 
est viands and wines and other costly 
luxuries. 


There are also his own living ex- 


penses to be considered—the mainte- 
nance of his household, the care of 
horses and carriages, etc., and in none 
of these can he display the quality of 
"nearness." The baker, the tailor, 
End the candlstlck maker all look upon 
a foreign diplomat, especially one rep- 


States, as fair game, and they would 
not hesitate to spoil a grand state din- 
ner should the ambassadorial family 
fail to live up pi .jperly to their posi- 
tion. Finally, the ambassador has his 
office and his office expenses to meet. 


And so it Is a terrible thing to be a 


poor diplomat. And it is especially 
awkward should one take tile place of 
a man who has been lavish tn expendi- 
ture. When John Hay wa« ambassa- 
dor to England, just before and during 
the war with Spain, he spent $80,000 
annually in caring properly for the in- 
terests of the United States. Joseph 
H. Choate, who succeeded Mr. Hay, is 
estimated to have disbursed fully as 
much as his predecessor. There IB 
hardly a limit to Mr. Reid's expendi- 
tures. The lowest estimate places the 
cost offV-j representation at $160,000, 
the highest, probably near? correct. 
at $300,000. 


What poor man, or even man of mod- 


erate fortune, can follow Mr. Reid? In- 
evitably there will be comparison be- 
tween his mode of conducting the em- 
bassy and that of his predecessor, and 
the comparison will be to his disad- 
vantage. Mr. Tower has astonished 
Berlin by the magnificence ol his en- 
tertainment. He has given grand balls • 
and dinners and has made for himself 
as a result a unique place in the life of 
the 
German empire. He Is called 


there the "First Ambassador." The 
emperor did him the honor, before the 
recent controversy as to the accepta- 
bility of Dr. David Jayne Hill of- New 
York, to single him out on various oc- 
casions and to dine with him at the 
American embassy. The empress, too, 
paid like attention to Mrs. Tower. The 
four princes made it a point to ap- 
proach the American ambassador and 
his wife and to exchange compliments 
with them. The members of the Im- 
perial court circle fluttered about the 
flame the American dollars made. 


This menage is quite different from 


that which was maintained by Andrew 
D. White, who occupied an apartment. 
Dr. Hill, also, according to report, In- 
tends to take an apartment. It Is true 
that Dr. Hill has a small fortune, but 
it Is not nearly as large as that of the 
Towers, and he cannot maintain an 
establishment upon the same scale as 
his predecessor.
